The applicant argues that no motivation is 
provided to combine the prior art. The examiner disagrees and believes that proper motivation is found in the fact that the prior art is all 
from the same field of endeavor and solves similar problems, along with the fact that the examiner has provided motivational statement(s), 
eg. the Office Action states why one skilled would combine Jannick with SanGiovani/Gray. 

2. The applicant argues extensively that the prior art does not correctly combine to read on the claimed Invention. The examiner 
disagrees - while Jannick and Gray appear to be rotatable phone, SanGiovanni provides teaches for both rotating and swiveling (see 
figures 1-2 and 4a-b). Hence this 3-way combination allows for one skilled to arrive at a rotating/swiveling phone system, which reads on 
the applicant's claims. Furthermore, the examiner disagrees with the applicant's characterization that the prior art "teaches away" and/or 
"destroys" his logic since the SanGiovanni patent fully discloses that one can have a phone that swivels and rotates, again, as claimed by 
the applicant (eg. see their figures #2 and #3). Therefore, the examiner is not swaye by the arguments.
